Dudley Square is the heart of 
Boston’s Roxbury neighborhood 
and the soul of Boston’s African- 
American community. Once 
a thriving commercial center 
and home to New England’s 
largest furniture retailer, Dudley 
Square experienced a loss of 
businesses and residents to 
urban flight. Now, the planned 
removal of two vacant buildings 
and the relocation of the exist- 
ing Boston B-2 police station on 
Dudley Street to Washington 
Street offers a significant site- 
redevelopment opportunity. 

As part of the program- 
ming for the AIA Convention,

Supporting research 


IN the Practice SEtLTING semisenmn 


ow in its sixth year, 

the BSA’s annual 

Research Grants in 

Architecture pro- 
gam will award $90,000 in 2008 
to support original research 
projects next year. Practicing 
architects, academics, de- 
signers, product developers, 
students and others interested 
in contributing to an expanded 
architecture knowledge-base 
are encouraged to submit ap- 
plications. 

Since 2004, when the BSA 
awarded its first research grant, 
more than $350,000 in grants 
has been awarded to fund 39 
projects. Among the diverse 
group of funded applications 
were proposals for explora- 
tions of structural polymers in 
exterior wall design; manufac- 
turing ruled and Non-Uniform 
Rational B-Splines (NURBS) 
curves; the state of smart 
growth; the design of an urban 
farming community; and per- 
ception of public space post-911. 

Although other organiza- 
tions, including the AIA, have 
awarded research grants to 
architects and others inter- 
ested in architecture, the BSA 
program is the first and only 
one specifically to encourage 
practice-based and practice- 
oriented research. 

Architects arguably are 
generalists, but project chal- 
lenges often drive practitioners 
to develop innovative strategies 
for making change to the built 
environment. In this sense, 
research is already happening 
within firms. However, while 
the expertise developed on such 
projects helps a firm cultivate 
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a specialty, very rarely do 
practitioners have the time and 
financial resources to step back 
and consider the issues from a 
larger perspective, to generalize 
the results from project experi- 
ence and to share results with 
the rest of the design world. 
That’s a very different con- 
text from academia where, as 
the old saw reminds us, the rule 
is “publish or perish.” Academic 
researchers know that conduct- 


joining research efforts across 
the field of architecture. 

For the first two years, 
the program focused on New 
England but, realizing that 
similar programs do not exist in 
many places, the decision was 
made to open the BSA program 
to a wider pool. Now we receive 
grant proposals from applicants 
across the United States and, 
with the expanded pool, the 
proposals are much stronger. 


that explores the more qualita- 
tive and cultural dimensions 
of architecture. Though the 
technical side of architecture is 
critical, the cultural side is no 
less important. That’s an area 
open for some strong creative 
ideas. And, surprising though it 
might be to those long commit- 
ted to it, the program is not as 
widely known as it should be, 
so spread the word. Anyone in- 
terested in any kind of research

ing research is important and 
that it must get out into the 
world; new knowledge created 
by individuals and groups has 
no value unless it can be dis- 
seminated. 

The aim of this BSA program 
is to expand the definition of 
research in the field of archi- 
tecture and to build stronger 
bridges among professional 
offices, schools and industry. 
We encourage proposals that 
bring together those in practice 
and in academia by including 
professionals and academicians 
on the project team, providing 
the opportunity to engage stu- 
dents through research studio 
projects or by other means of 


In the first few years, we re- 
ceived a number of applications 
from junior faculty members at 
good schools; they know how 
to find a good topic and write a 
good proposal. Most recently, 
strong proposals increasingly 
have come from a richer mix of 
practicing professionals, which 
is a very good development 
in keeping with the goals of 
the program.
